SPRINGFIELD, 111,, July 2 —If the free 
silver leaders hnve their way, the Chi- 
cago convention will be in Eession but 
one day. 
They intend to make a 
vigorous effort to carry this idea into 
effect and that is one reason why they 
are so determined to have a free silver 
man for temporary chairman. 
They 
want a man who will expedite business 
in a manner that will meet their ap- 
proval. "fOovernor Altgeld returned to 
Springfield from Chicago today and it 
was he who said the iree silver men 
wanted a one day convention. 
The 
governor expects to return to Chicago 
Sunday and will reiuain until after the 
convention. 
In conversation with a 
representative of the Associated Press 
today Governor Altgeld said the ad- 
vance guard of free silver men at Chi- 
cago were of one mind, and that was 
that a short convention was imperative 
to the good of the cause. 


We will have control of the conven- 
tion,'' he said, "and it is, we think, to 
our best interests to wind up the busi- 
nesQ of the convention in one day. The 
single gold standard 
men will, of 
course, fi^ht for delay. 
It is lo their 
interest lo spare the wind, as the sport- 
ing men would eay. They have no hope 
of controlling the convention, but it is 
their desire to procrastinate. 
They 
want to divert the platform from a 
straight 16 to I silver basis to some- 
thing of muddled compromise. 
Were 
we to let the convention remain in ses- 
sion several days, they might do this. 
Wail street and the Standard Oil inter- 
ests have an ii>ilaence that is far reach- 
ing and powerful. But the free silver 
men are in the majonty and will run 
the convention. 
They will never per- 
mit the small 
minority 
to dictate 
terms." 


As to the position of temporary or 
permanent chairman the governor said 
he did not want either. 


"It was what might be called clever 
politics," he continued, ";'or the gold 
bug papers to boom me for the honor. 
They knew it would tend to arouse a 
spirit of jealousy among the democ- 
racy. It would give them a chance to 
say I was hogging everything and giv- 
ing no one else a chance. 
I don't 
want to be chairman for two reasocs. 
A man who presides over a body of this 
kind if he is honest and fair, is merely 
a figure head. 
If he were dishonest, 
he might abuse hia power to the al- 
vantage or disadvantage of one side or 
the other. 
Then it will require a good 
deal of hard work to preside properly 
over the convention. 
I think I can be 
of more service to the party on the 
floor. 
My whole desire is to see silver 
win. 
I want to see a free silver ticket 
wit h a free silver platiorm. 
For myself 
I waut nothing." 


Governor Altgeld said he had no idea 
who would be temporary or permanent 
chairman of the convention beyond 
that both positions would be filled by 
men acceptable to the free silver demo- 
crats. 
In regard to the presidential 
nominee, he said he had no pre'erence. 
It was too soon as yet to fix upon a 
man. 
There were not enough dele- 
gates in Chicago to determine upon 
any one. The chief object now was to 
see to it that the rights of the majority 
were not interfered with by Wall street 
gold. 


SENATOB BLACKBUEN ON THE SITUATION. 


CHICAGO, July 2 — S^either Senator 
David B. Hill or Governor Altgeld will 
be temporary chairman of the demo- 
cratic national convention. 
Governor 
Altgeld this morning settled that ques- 
tion by declaring that the agitation in 
fuvor of his name was a gold bug 
scheme to discredit the silver move- 
ment, and the silver leaders settled the 
question &s far as Sen ite r Hill is con- 
cerned by almost unanimously declar- 
ing that ths terapoi-ary cr,;anixation 
must certainly be controlled by the 


Nev/ York, chairman, he Baid: 


'Senator 
Hiii would 
undoubtedly 
make a very impartial chairman, but 
he is allied with the gold forces and it 
would be a roundabout way of pro- 
ceedure for us to turn over to the 
minority of the convention its orftatii- 
zition. 
It iii not to be Bupposed that 
the majority are coitig to Jeopardize 
their of work and chances. 
As for 
Governor Altgeld, 1 cover 
understood 
that he was a candidate for temporary 
chairman." 


"Then you do not believe that Sena- 
tor Hill will bo chairmno. of the tem- 
porary organiz iiion, even by a con- 
junction of gold votes and such silver 
delegates ae favor him?' 


"No! Mark this!" and the senator 
became emphatic, using forcible ges- 
tures to accentuate bis point: 
"This 
convention is in control of the 
silver 
men. 
That is a fact beyond any ques- 
tion of doubt. 
On every question the 
stdnding of the msjority will be to aid 
their movement. Now, if fhe gold men 
were in control, they would not think 
of giving U3 control of the temporary 
organi.'.ation. 
That would be declared 
foolish by them and I don't believe 
that they will expect us to do ifc. 
Any- 
way, whether they do or not, we shall 
not act in that way. 
A eilver man will 
wield the gavel." 


'•Whom have you heard mentioned?" 
"Nobody with any defiaiteneas. 
I 
can't tell you. 
There are many candi- 
dates and I have not committed myeelf 
to any oi them, 
iones, of Arkansas, 
would be a good man. 
Now, referring 
to the matter of the pushing through of 
our plans in a hurry, I have talked 
with several leadera and we are not at 
all in favor of the least bit of hurry. 
Every man in the convention or every 
movement should have a fair and im- 
partial hearing. Then we can go before 
the people with clean hands and ask 
their approval. 
I do not agree with 
Governor Altgeld that there is any 
jeopardy in such a couiseto our cauea." 


Senator Blackburn was 
naturally 
rather coy about saying anything re- 
garding 
presidsntial 
cindidates 
or 
their chances, as hia own constitusney 
was booming him for the x-'l'i'^® ^"his 
morninc. 


"I have heard," he said, "that Gov- 
ernor Altgeld has decided to assist Mr. 
Bland, but it is a little early yet to talk 
of chances." 


THE MATTHEWS BOOM 


The Matthews boom is hsre. 
The 
advance guard of the Hoosier delega- 
tion reached Chicago yesterday, and is 
quartered at the Palmer house in two 
parlors, which have been transformed 
into state and Matthews headquarters. 
The Matthews 
boom asserted itself 
during the day, and before night the 
Palmer house corridors were full of 
Governor Matthews' pictures. 


Indiana will also be represented by a 
great number of clubs and campaign 
organizations. 
The Jackson club of 
Lafayette, the Matthews club of In- 
dianapolis, the old Hendricks club, 
famous in national conventions; the 
Fort Wayne, Anderson, Terre H.aute 
and other clubs will be in by Sunday, 
with bands and uniforms. 


The plans of the Matthews boomers 
have been 
agreed 
upon. 
Senator 
Turpie will make the speech nominat- 
ing Indiana's 
governor. 
The 
first 
meeting of the delegation will be held 
Saturday, 
The delegation is a unit for 
silver, but has said nothing as yet about 
the two-thirds rule. 
The vice presi- 
dential question depends altogether on 
the Matthews boom. 


Senator Turpie said of the situation 
yesterday: 


"Governor Matthews' chance for re- 
ceiving the nomination are not only as 
good, but they are better than those of 
any other man now mentiozied. 
He 
has a constituency through the north- 
west that is going to have Bome effect 
in determining the result oi the con- 
vention. 
It is true we have delegates" 
and v7orkerB in other states, but I 
don't care to say just who is in our 
organization at this time. 
There is 
no doubt in the world about silver 
dominating in the convention. 
Gov- 
ernor Matthews is acceptable to the 
extreme silver me)3. 
I believe the 
silver sentiment will control the tem- 
porary organization, for I feel sure the 
national committee will not select a 
man oSUnsiv? in any way to the tenti- 
ment of the miijority of the dele^:ate8,

EicHMOíín, Va., July 2 —Never before 
in its history, not even upon the oc- 
casion of tho unvieling of the LSE 
monumeiit in 1890, has Richmond eeen 
euch a crowd within her limits as that 
which has assenibled here today, lui- 
neath a perfect sky, to witness the liiy- 
ii:g ot the corner stone of the monu- 
ment to 
the memory of Jefferson. 
Davis. 
It is the laf-.t and gx-eateat day 
of ihe sixth annual reunion of tho 
United Coniederate Veteran's asaocia- 
tion which has brought to Richmond 
altogether about 12 000 veterans, be- 
sides thousands of visitors. 


Today's exercises have added 30,000 
vifiitors and young soldiers to the vast 
throng. 
Last night history 
repeated 
itEclt m the scene which the capítol 
hall presented. 
A small 
army of 
grizzled men, in jackets of grey, slept 
upon the greensward around the old 
state house, with coats for pillows and 
tho grassy lawns for their beds. 
A full 
thousand spent the night on the capítol 
grounds. 


The city is very gaily decorated. 
Here and there on the streets faded 
and tattered battle flags, relics of the 
lost c.au9e, float like gaunt skeletons in 
the ail", attracting constantly a surging 
crowd of men in gray around them. 


The formation of the parade began 
about I o'clock. 
Before noon iho 
streets along the line of march were 
almost completely blocked. When the 
head of the procession yeached the site 
of the monument it broke up and 
Stephen D. Lee, the orator of the day, 
spoke a^ follows: 


"We are hero today to honor the 
memory of Jeiferson Davis; to lay the 
corner stone of a monument to one 
who needs no monument in our gener- 
ation beyond that in the hearts of his 
countrymen. 
But we think it due to 
erect one that posterity may know the 
reverence felt for the great leader of a 
cause that failed. 


It is fitting that he should rest here 
in Virginia—that greatest of all states, 
the battle scarred producer of warriors 
and statesmen; fitting that he should 
rest here among her immortals. 
But 
for her generosity in ceding her vast 
territory 
to the 
union, 
Kentucky 
would have still been here and he 
would have been born her eon. 
Many 
presidents, statesmen, soldiers lie in 
Virginia soil-^irom Wa^ihington to the 
present time—none greater than Davis, 
but more fortunate. 


"Fame hag no trumpet for failure. 
The world hears not the voice of the 
vanquished. 
Yet history might teach 
us strange things of mea who failed 
and causes that are lost." 


He followed with a review of Davis' 
career and the issues which brought 
about seceesion, and continued: 


"I can not hold him wise who would 
Willingly wound the patriotism of any 
citizen of the republic. 
To brand such 
men aa Albert Syndey Johnston, Stone- 
wall Jackson, Robert E. Lee, or Jefic-r- 
son Davis as traitors is not to stain the 
whiteness of their lives, but rather to 
spoil the word for any useful pur puse; 
to make of traitor a title which Hamp- 
den or Washington might have borne 
as well had the fortune of war gone 
against them," 


Jefferson Davis, he added, stood the 
test of true greatness—he was 
the 
greatest to those who knew him best. 
He was opposed to disunion and did 
his utmost to prevent the step. 
At the 
conference called by Governor Pettus, 
of Mississippi, of the representatives of 
congress from the state in 1860, Mr. 
Davis declared himself 
opposed 
to 
secession as long aa hope oí a peaceful 
remedy remained. 
As president, Mr. 
Davis may have made mistakes. 
He 
was a constitutional ruler, not a revo- 
lutionary chief. 
He could not work 
miracles. 
In closin,^, tho orator said: 


"In calmer years, when the 
last 
ember of sectional feeling has burned 
out and the last word of love has 
drawn ,<iently the hearts of all Ameri- 
cans together, fatherá will bring their 
little children to this spot and tell 
them the story of a pure, great man, 
who suSered for his people, snd for the 
right as they underdlood it, and how 
for this they loved him aT they loved 
no other. 
Long a? yonder noble river 
shall roll its tide to the sea, it shall 
behold no man more kimry, 
a very perfect gentle kniuht. 
story of his life ba sweat in 
come, and, at iast, all men 
understand Jefferson Davis."

The Whitney party wiU travel in 
three private coaches. Walter Stanton, 
president of the Demccratic Business 
Men's association, will be on the same 
train with Mr. W^hitney, as will several 
other prominent democrats from this 
state, aside from the former secretary's 
guests. 
The party expect to reach 
Chicago by 5 o'clock tomorroif after- 
noon. 


"We go to Chicago," said Mr, Whit- 
ney, "as democrats, desirous of doing 
the best we can tor our party. 
What 
will be done cannot be foretold. 
We 
hope it will be for the best interests oi 
the psl-ty and of the country." 


Most of the democrats from New 
York will not leave until Sunday morn- 
ing, thus reaching Chicago Monday 
forenoon.

Let the boys and the girls have all cf 
ihe noise and harmless merriment they 
wish on the Fourth, but close down the 
brakes and tighten the reins

reckless and mischevious creatures who

dangerous 
acts, and who

security of life and property. 


THE money question should be dis- 
cussed considerately 
and 
dispassion- 
ately. 
It is a question that requires 
deep, 
earnest 
thought—the

which the nation is capable. Vehement 
declamations, wild assertions, distortion 
of facts, misrepresentation and appeals 
to prejudices 
should 
be particularly 
avoided and 
discountenanced. 
The 
money question is pre-eminently one 
of business. 
It affects 
everybody, 
hence rich and poor are alike inter- 
ested in an equitable solution 
of this 
problem. 
Differences

opinion 
should be duly respected.

has as good a right to his opinion

another.

Job;" "Higher Criticism of the Penta- 
teuch;" and "Unity of the Book of Gene- 
sis." 
This latter contains his most ma- 
tured views, formed out of an intimate 
acquaintance with the original Scrip- 
tures and long leisure for reading and 
thought. 
Over fifty articles of his have 
appeared in the Presbyterian Review, 
the Hebraica, 
-and 
other periodicals, 
largely m the same current of th'ought 
and interpretation. 
All his works are 
standard. 
He still continues to inves- 
tigate and write. 
He is now engaged in 
writing a work on the boo'ti of Deuter- 
onomy. 
Probably lie has '.-one more to 
form the opinions of ministers and the 
Church on the doctrine and teachings 
of the Old Testament than any other 
man. 


His honors have been abundant. The 
College of Nev/ Jersey conferred on him 
title of D.D.; Rutgers College gave him 
that of LI^.D., and Edinburgh Univer- 
sity reconferred D. D. 
He was one of 
the revisers of the English version of 
the Old Testament. 
In 1S91 he was 
made moderator, by acclamation, of the 
General Assembly, which met that year 
in Detroit, and had the Briggs heresy 
case specially in hand. 
IJe is a trustee 
of Princeton College, and niight have 
been its president had he chosen; for he 
had the unanimous vote of the trustees 
before they elected Dr. McCosh. 
These 
things show the e.steem in which he is 
held. 
As a Biblical scholar, a close 
thinker, a luminou.s writer, a popular 
teacher, a polished gentleman, a devout 
Christian and a lovable man. ho stands 
among the foremost, writes \V. C. Ulyat 
in Leslie's Weekly.

throng. L*st night history repeated 
ileelf in the scene which the capitol 
hall presented. 
A small 
army of 


grilled men, in jackets of grey, slept 
upon the greensward around the old 
state house, with coats for pillows and 
the grassy lawns for their beds. 
A full 


thousand spent the night on the capitol 
ground?. 


The city is very gaily decorated. 


Here and there on the streets faded 
and tatterod battle Ibgs. relics of the 
lost came, float like gaunt skeletons in 
the air, attracting constantly a surging 
crowd of men in gray around them. 


The formation of the parade began 


about I o'clock. 
Before noon the 


streets along the line of march were 
almost completely blocked. When the 
head of tho procession reached tho site 
of the monument it broke up and 
Stephen D. Lee, the orator of tho day, 
spoke a? follows : 


"We are hero today to honor the 


memory of Jefferson Davis; to lay the 
corner stone of a monument to one 
who needs no monument in our gener- 
ation beyond tnat in the hearts of his 
counttymen. 
But we think it due to 


erect one that posterity may know the 
reverence felt for the great leader of a 
cause that 'ailed. 


it is fitting that he should rest here 


in Virginia— that greatest of all states, 
the battle scarred producer of warriors 
and statesmen; fitting that he should 
real here among hsr immortals. But 
for her generosity in ciding her vast 
territory 
to the 
union, 
Kentucky 


would have still been here and he 
would have been born her son. Many 
presidents, statesmen, soldiers lie in 
Virginia soil — from Washington to the 
present time— none greater than Davis, 
but more fortunate. 


"Fame has no trumpet for failure. 


The world bears not the voics of the 
vanquished. Yet history might teach 
us strange things of men who /ailed 
and causes that are lost " 


He followed vrith a review of Davis' 


career and the issues which brought 
about secession, and continued: 


"I can not hold him wise who would 


was booming him for the place this 
morninu;. 


"I have heard," he said, '"that Gov- 


ernor Altgeld hss decided to assist Mr. 
Blaad, but it is a littlo early yet to talk 
of chances." 


THE MATTHEWS BOOM
